Back in Hope, Ark., newspaper publisher Alex. 


Washburn is circulating a petition on which he hopes 
to have 2,000 signatures in opposition to the con- 
struction of a $500.000 federal building for the 
town's post office. 


Washburn says he doesn't believe a new post 


office building is necessary. He says the present 
three-story brick building opened in 1912 is ade- 
uate. 


Hope residents recently rejected federal aid 


funds for street construction in the city. 


Washburn says the reason the Post Office De- 


partment wants the new building is because of a 
plan under which post offices are replaced every 
50 years. 


"But the government has an obligation much 


greater than the 50-year rule of bureaucrats — the 
obligation to keep itself solvent so our country can 
defend itself in time of war and honor its social 
security pledges in time of peace," Washburn said 
in an editorial. 


"There are thousands of towns like us through- 


out America, prosperous enough, but without ma- 
terial change. To replace all their post offices simply 
because some non-elective official invokes a 50- 
year rule is to ask for this very attack I am making." 


The Hope Star's slogan is right in line with the 


current campaign: "The tragedy of the people is— 
we start off with a country and wind up with a gov- 
ernment."

Greek King Has 
an Operation 


ATHENS (AP)—King Paul of 


Greece underwent an emergen- 
cy operation for a stomach ul- 
cer today, and a medical bulle- 
tin said the operation had been 
successful.

as regent. As such, Constantino 
will perform all the royal du- 
ties, at least until the monarch 
has recovered.

son said. "If that happened, 
we'd 
probably have to act. The 


little trouble they have been 
having can be handled by the 
sheriff's office." 


"We think it's a threatening 


situation" in Pine Bluff, Faubus 
said. "We think it is an attempt 
to create a riotous situation." 


Then, taking a hard tone, 


Faubus said, "We don't intend 
for demonstrators to take over 
anybody's b u s i n e s s or the 
streets of any town in Arkan- 
sas." 


Faubus said he had reports of 


fights between white persons 
and Negroes at Pine Bluff. "But 
I think these may have been 
staged in an attempt to inflame 
the situation," he added. 


"By that I mean white inte- 


grationists and Negroes 
are 


fight," Faubus said. 
The governor said Lindsey con- 
tacted him Thursday and ask- 
ed if he could implement an 
anti-riot plan worked out previ- 
ously.
